James  and  Diane  Miite,  donation  of  1/2  acre  of  land  on  East  Hill  Rd,  to 
widen  and  raise  the  road  heyond  the  collection  site;  Virf^inia  Campbell, 
water  line  easement;  Andrea  Thorpe  and  Lee  Topham,  waterline  easement,  i\nios 
&  Donna  Iloyt  and  Lloyd  &  Ellen  Hackeman,  lA'  frontage  to  improve  Rte  4  by 
Enfield  Oarage;  Jane  and  Steven  Plumley,  strip  of  land  to  allow  straight- 
ening, the  corner  by  the  Copeland  Block  on  'lain  St.  in  1984  and  others  that 
aided  us  with  water  iii.provement  construction. 

Services,  Steve  Purcell  of  'N^lspering  l\'inds  Upolstery  for  repairing 
the  3rd  floor  stage  curtain  and  use  of  his  machinery  and  the  Shoestring 
Players,  a  new  amateur  theatre  group  for  rehabing  the  stage  and  making  new 
back  drop  curtains . 

Pictures  on  the  covers  of  the  Town  Report  were  reproduced  by  Dick  Hen- 
derson.  The  Enfield  Center  store  photo  is  of  the  building  v;hich  was  built 
spanning  the  Knox  River  at  the  turn  of  the  century  on  the  corner  of  the 
Raymond  &  Nancy  Nadeau  property  as  the  area  is  today. 

Accomplishments  this  year  were:   improvements  to  Kluge  Rd. ,  starting 
the  road  reconstruction  on  East  Hill  Rd.,  blasting  of  ledge  on  Bog  Road  a 
new  roof  on  the  Moore  highway  building,  replacement  of  the  Enfield  Center 
Fire  Dept.  tanker,  straightening  the  Rte  4  corner  with  the  State  which  will 
be  completed  in  1984  and  many  other  smaller  improvements. 

The  Water  im.provement  program  started  in  1983.  Ue   have  two  new  vzells 
providing  crystal  clear  water,  a  1/2  million  gallon  covered  storage  reser- 
voir which  boosted  x^^ater  pressure  approx.  20psi  and  improved  fire  protec- 
tion.  When  the  improvements  are  completed  in  1984  additional  areas  of  tovm 
will  have  improved  service  and  V7e  will  have  portions  of  new  sidewalks  and 
others  repaired.   We  hope  construction  to  be  finished  by  the  fall. 

A  Special  To\m  Meeting  gave  the  To\<m  approval  to  start  design  and  con- 
struction of  the  sewer  system  tying  into  Lebanon,  which  v;ill  abate  dumping 
raw  sewage  into  the  Mascoma  River  and  Lake.   Construction  may  start  in  the 
fall  of  1984,  but  probably  in  the  Spring  of  1985  and  will  last  for  18  -  24 
months.   A  special  thanks  to  the  Sewer  Advisory  Committee  for  their  time 
and  input  into  the  sewer  solution. 

A  sincere  thank  you  to  our  To\>m  Clerks;  Mary  Lou  Cadreact,  who  re- 
signed to  work  for  the  'Postal  Service  after  many  years  of  dedicated 
service  and  her  successor,  Sandra  Loucks  who  is  moving  to  Iowa  after 
Town  Meeting. 

We,  and  the  Budget  Committee  have  placed  an  article  on  the  warrant 
to  purchase  the  Poulios  house  and  land  which  is  adjacent  to  l.Tiitney  Hall. 
The  property  is  available  settling  the  estate.   It  is  being  considered 
as  future  planning. 

The  purchase  would  allow  doubling  of  Whitney  Hall  parking  which  is 
presently  needed.  Free  fill  could  be  utilized  from  the  water  and  sewer 
projects  tov/ard  the  parking  lot. 

The  building  could  eventually  be  utilized  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Town  Offices  and  services  offered. 

This  is  an  item  we  feel  the  public  should  decide  and  therefore  a 
warrant  article. 

We  hope  citizens  will  become  involved  with  our  various  committees  to 
help  find  or  implem.ent  solutions  to  questions  or  problems  important  to  us 
as  Townspeople  and  Taxpayers.

desire. " 

ARTICLE  19.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters:  "To  see 
if  the  Town  of  Enfield  would  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500  to  support  the 
work  of  HEADREST  in  1984." 

ARTICLE  20.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Budget  and  Raise 
and  Appropriate  the  various  sums  recommended  and  posted  by  the  Budget 
Committee  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  21.   To  see  if  tne  Town  will  vote  that  if  the  purpose  or  objects

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Report  of  Police  Department 

A  slight  decline  in  criminal  activity  was  ap;ain  noted  in  our  community. 
This  appears  to  be  consistent  v/ith  state  and  national  trends.   IJhile  some- 
what  difficult  to  substantiate,  v;e  suspect  that  the  observed  decline  in 
illegal  drug  use  may  be  correlated  with  the  decrease  of  criminal  activity. 
During  this  past  year  there  were  no  reported  incidents  or  arrests 
involving  the  so-called  "hard"  drugs  (ie,  LSD,  cocaine,  or  amphetamines). 
Incidents  of  other  illegal  drug  consumption  was  very  low.   Tiiis  corres- 
ponded with  a  noticeably  low  number  of  crimes  involving  tumultuous  and 
raucous  behavior  (ie,  disorderly  conduct,  vanadalism,  assaults,  etc.)  and 
thefts.   This  trend  may  be  the  result  of  changing  social  attitudes  and 
efforts  in  the  education  of  our  children.   Our  schools  have  developed  into 
the  curriculum  drug  awareness  studies,  which  have  had  a  very  positive  impact, 

Along  with  the  Enfield  FAST  squad  the  Department  has  formed  an  Explorer 
Post.   Enfield  Explorer  Post  #A4  is  composed  of  young  m.ales  and  females 
ages  14  to  18  years  with  an  interest  in  the  emergency  medical  and  criminal 
justice  fields.   The  Post  has  the  potential  of  serving  our  youth  and  our 
comFiunity  in  a  constructive  manner. 

Again,  our  small  department  appreciates  the  cooperation  from  our  other 
emergency  services,  the  Enfield  FAST  Squad  and  the  Enfield  Fire  Department 
along  v;ith  those  services  of  tlie  surrounding  coimimnities.   By  pooling  our 
IcLmited  resources,  we  are  able  to  accomplish  our  commion  goal  of  serving 
our  fellov7  citizens.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  Ax^ID  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  prevention  and  con- 
trol program  leads  tae  nation  in  least  acres  burned  per  forest  fire.  Less 
than  one-lialf  acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible  for  the  prevention 
and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when  tae  ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  oy  issuing  a  written 
permit  for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  Kindled  on  the  ground  out  of  doors  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.   Each  person  wishing  to  have  an  outside 
fire  must  obtain  this  written  permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before  kind- 
ling the  fire.   Any  person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is 
required,  is  violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject  to  a  court 
appearance  and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1,000  and  receive  a  jail  sentence  of  up 
to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  unless  it  is 
raining.   The  reason  for  this  is  twofold:   the  fire  danger  increases  stead- 
ily between  9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then  subsides  to  a  safe  level  between 
2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.   This  happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine 
fuels  that  are  easily  ignited  and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire 
spread.   Also  during  this  part  of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily 
available  in  most  communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn  longer  and  cause 
greater  damage  before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe  is  greatly  appreci- 
ated. 

As  Smokey  says,  ''Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Forest  FiresI"

The  Enfield  F.A.S.T.  (First  Aid  Stabilization  Team)  Squad  responded  to 
110  calls  in  1983.   Meetings  are  held  every  first  and  third  Wednesday 
of  the  month. 

Members  receive  credit  hours  toward  national  recertification  as  emer- 
gency medical  technicians  by  attending  lectures  and  critique  sessions 
once  a  month  at  Dartmouth-Hitchcock  Medical  Center.   Other  training 
sessions  attended  in  1963  were  auto  extrication  and  patient  care,  a 
mountain  rescue  and  medical  problems  workshop,  and  training  in  water 
rescue. 

Several  squad  members  have  kept  up  their  recertification  in  portions 
of  advanced  life  support  and  two  others  are  presently  attending  these 
courses. 

We  participated  in- the  ambulance  district  disaster  drill  and  sponsored 
a  CPR  course  that  was  open  to  the  public.   We  are  also  supporting  the 
newly  formed  Explorer  group  at  the  hign  school.

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Report  of  Enfield  Cev/er  Advisory  Croup 

The  Sewer  Advisory  Croup  met  monthly,  as  necessary,  in  19C4  to  continue 
researchin;;  solutions  to  the  raw  Jiscliar?-',e  of  sewage  into  the  Mascoma  Waters 

Land  treatment  alternative  sites  were  investigated.   Many  sites  were  con- 
sidered and  possibilities  were  narro^;cd  down  to  3  sites  which  vjere 
tested  extensively.   The  final  results  j^ave  the  to\<ni   one  possible  land 
treatment  site,  but  aftar  cost  comparisons  it  was  more  expensive  than  the 
Lebanon  treatment  alternative. 

After  cost  comparisons  were  made  the  State  of  N.II.  determined  it  could 
only  fund  the  less  costly  Lebanon  alternative. 

The  Lebanon  alternative  was  addressed  at  a  Special  Tox^m  Meeting  held  on 
August  11,  rj83.   The  warrant  asked  for  approval  of  construction  costs  in 
the  amount  of  $4,627,000  to  design  and  construct  the  system  and  up  to 
$155,000  for  buy  in  costs  to  the  Lebanon  treatment  plant.   The  warrant 
further  requested  bondint^  authority  to  cover  the  State  and  local  shares  and 
to  accept  grant  funds  up  to  $550,000  from  the  Farmers  Home  Administration 
which  will  lower  the  to\jn  cost  to  $350,000  and  can  be  borrowed  at  a  5Z 
interest  rate  over  30  j'ears. 

The  warrant  articles  v;ere  passed  by  the  follovjin^  vote  tabulation: 
.\RTICLE  1.  -  Construction    276  Yes   31  Ho 
ARTICLE  2.  -  Lebanon  buy  in   232  Yes   25  No 

The  project  design  will  commence  in  1984  and  construction  could  start  in 
late  1984,  but  more  likely  in  the  Spring  of  1985.  The  construction  will 
take  18  to  24  m.onths  to  complete. 

The  Advisory  Committee,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Planning  Board  will  be 
working  on  sewer  ordinances  and  useage  criteria  wliich  must  be  in  place 
before  construction  is  completed  to  control  the  growth  of  the  system. 

Public  hearings  on  design  will  be  held  in  1984  to  make  the  public  aware 

of  where  the  various  intercepters  will  be  available  for  connection  to  their 

property.

The  total  welfare  budget  showed  a  surplus  this  year,  however  General  Assist- 
ance was  over-spent  by  1,247.74.   Leading  contributors  were  unemployment 
where  no  benefits  were  possible  and  the  slowness  of  the  State  to  certify  or 
recertify  families  eligible  for  State  programs.   An  unexpected  cost  was  a 
Court  Order  for  the  Town  to  fund  medical  and  attorneys  fees  for  a  case 
instigated  by  the  State  for  a  Child  in  Need  of  Services.   We  are  at  present 
attempting  to  recover  the  amount  from  the  legally  liable  parties. 

The  prospect  for  1984  does  not  look  any  more  promising  as  we  have  received 
notification  from  the  N.H.  Division  of  Welfare  of  four  applications  for 
nursing  home  care  or  financial  assistance  for  the  elderly   for  which  the 
Town  is  responsible  for  approximately  25%  of  the  costs.

ENFIELD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Another  challenge  was  presented  to  the  public  library  during  1983.   The  well 
received  New  Hampshire  Bookmobile  which  capably  augmented  the  resident 
volumes  was  terminated  as  part  of  the  state's  financial  re-planning.   This 
service  provided  on  a  rotating  basis  a  wide  variety  of  reading  material 
precluding  the  necessity  of  purchase  for  the  permanent  collection.   Although 
this  service  will  be  missed  by  the  library  administration  and  patrons  alike, 
the  library  was  allowed  to  retain  the  last  bookmobile  selection  which  will 
become  part  of  our  permanent  collection.   Also,  fortunately  the  Inter-Library 
Loan  Service  is  still  available  to  all  wishing  to  use  it. 

The  School/Library  Program  continues  into  its  8th  year  with  grades  1-4 
coming  to  the  library  every  other  week  accompanied  by  their  teacher.   Grades 
5  and  6  were  unable  to  participate  due  to  scheduling  difficulties.   A  series 
of  story  hours  was  provided  for  both  sessions  of  kindergarten.   In  addition 
to  monthly  visits  to  the  Adult  Day  Care  Program  at  the  Mascoma  Home  Health 
Services  the  library  assisted  the  50  Plus  Group  with  film  programming. 

Appreciative  acknowledgement  to  all  who  donated  time,  books   and  materials  to 
the  library  this  year.   Also  to  my  assistant  Catherine  Russi  and  Andrea 
Thorpe  a  special  note  of  thanks. 

The  library  administration  extends  a  warm  welcome  to  all  who  visit  the 
library  and  utilize  its  facilities.

Mascoma  Home  Health  Services,  Inc.  witii  this  year  starts  its  16th  year  of 
Home  heal  til  care  services  to   the  towns  of  Enfield,  Canaan,  Grafton,  Orange 
and  Dorchester.   1933  nas  brought  some  changes,  the  most  significant  has 
been  the  establishment  of  an  Adult  Group  Day  Care  center  at  the  agency 
offices  on  Prospect  St.  in  Enfield.   This  program  offers  supervised  care  for 
those  eligible  adults,  which  includes  nursing,  rehabilitation  therapy,  re- 
creational activities,  and  a  midday  meal.   The  day  care  is  open  aaily  from 
9:00  /V-1  to  3:00  PM,  and  is  coordinated  by  a  registered  nurse,  assisted  by 
one  staff  person  and  many  volunteers. 

Volunteers  have  always  been  supportive  of  the  agency  efforts.  It  would  be 
very  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  replace  this  kind  of  help.  The  volun- 
teer Board  of  Directors,  and  individual  program  volunteers  nave  given  1904 
hours  this  year. 

Tne  Child  Healtli  Program  includes  a  Well  Child  Clinic  once  a  month  on  the 
4th  Tuesday,  and  two  dental  clinics,  one  in  the  spring  and  fall.   Newborn 
visits  are  made  by  the  nurse  to  those  parents  who  desire  such  a  visit.   In- 
fant car  seats  are  available  for  loan  to  area  residents.   The  total  enroll- 
ment of  the  program  this  year  is  203  children,  for  the  town  of  Enfield,  68. 

Home  care  services,  visiting  nurse,  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy, 
home  healtn  aides,  homemakers  and  soon  to  be  added  medical  social  service, 
are  available  to  all  area  residents.   Anyone  can  request  services.   A  nurse 
or  a  therapist  will  make  an  evaluation  visit  and  determine  what  the  need  is. 
Furtuer  visits  will  be  made  under  physician's  orders.

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REPORT  OF  TlIE  GRAFTON  COUNTY  COi-DIIS SIGNERS 

We  appreciate  tnis  opportunity  to  more  directly  communicate  with  our  tax- 
paying  citizens  tnrough  tneir  annual  town/city  reports. 

Because  of  our  July  1st  fiscal  year,  it  is  hard  to  anticipate  the  local  tax 
impact  of  tiie  county  budget.   Tne  Commissioners  are  accountable  to  the  public 
and  taxpayers,  and  accordingly  are  extremely  conscious  of  meeting  the  citizens' 
needs  adequately  and  efficiently,  yet  as  economically  as  possible.   However,  we 
are  faced  witii  similar  budgeting  dilemmas  astowns  and  cities.   Real  budget  con- 
cerns are  created  by  the  federal  and  state  mandated  programs  and  services  with- 
out supporting  funds  or  local  controJ,  and  the  increased  demand  for  services 
while  attempting  to  hold  down  budgets  and  taxes.   We  all  must  maintain  a  close 
relationsiiip  with  our  legislators.   The  Commissioners  are  following  very  close- 
ly the  pending  legislation  regarding  settlement  and  assistance  programs,  and 
hope  that  the  towns  are  also  involved  in  this  very  important  issue. 
Courtroom  if'Z   was  finished  last  summer  and  was  dedicated  during  the  opening  of 
the  fall  term  of  Superior  Court  on  September  13,  19d3.   We  anticipate  having  a 
second  judge  in  March,  which  should  relieve  the  backlog  and  reduce  the  need  for 
masters. 

Counties,  as  well  as  towns,  are  experiencing  the  transition  of  the  courts  into 
tne  new  State  Unified  Court  System,  and  snould  notice  a  decrease  in  local  ex- 
penses for  the  judicial  system.   However,  the  counties  will  have  to  "reimburse" 
$2.75  million  to  tue  Unified  Court  System  in  fiscal  year  1983,  wliich  means  ap- 
proximately $200,000  to  Grafton  County.   We  also  expect  that  the  counties  will 
retain  certain  operating  expenses  such  as  Probate  Court  guardianship  and  ap- 
peals costs,  Superior  Court  bailiff  costs,  and  probably  will  nave  to  provide 
court  space,  furnishings  and  equipment  without  remuneration. 

On  Commissioner  recommendation,  the  Delegation  Executive  Committee  appointed  a 
Jail  Study  Committee  to  review  the  needs  for  the  county  correctional  facility. 
The  National  Institute  of  Corrections  made  an  independent  study  of  the  correct- 
ional facility  at  no  cost  to  taxpayers,  and  issued  an  encouraging  report  re- 
commending minor  cnanges,  but  overall  indicating  a  good  facility  in  general 
compliance  with  laws,  regulations  and  meeting  needs.   Some  attention  is  being 
given  to  the  need  for  additional  space,  especially  for  "weekend"  incarcerar- 
tions.   There  was  no  reconmiendation  for  new  permanent  facility  construction 
at  this  time. 

Grafton  County  is  currently  involved  in  litigation  in  a  retirement  buy-back 
issue  wnicn  could  have  heavy  impact  on  all  local  governments  in  the  N.H.  Retire- 
ment system.   Assessment  on  Grafton  County  in  this  one  case  could  run  approxi- 
mately $70,000  plus  legal  fees  and  could  result  in  a  serious  "domino"  effect 
on  local  governments. 

Grafton  County  will  be  going  through  the  budgeting  process  in  May  and  June, 
with  a  public  hearing  on  the  Commissioners  recommendations  expected  to  be  held 
in  raid-June.   The  hearing  will  be  advertised,  and  we  strongly  encourage  your 
attendance  at  the  hearing  to  voice  your  opinions  and  feelings  on  the  budget. 
We  welcome  your  attendance  and  comments. 

The  Commissioners  meet  Mondays  at  9:30  a.m.  at  the  Courthouse  and  at  12:30  p.m. 
at  the  Nursing  Home.   Meetings  are  open  to  the  public.
